DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4. Applicant's submission filed on 1 /1 9/1 2 
has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 44, 46-49, 51-57, 59, 62, 64, 66-78 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 44, 49, 59, and 64, the prior art cited does not 

specifically disclose a method wherein a multicast group comprises a plurality of 
subscriber units, wherein to receive the multicast message from the base station, via a 
plurality of channels and wherein receiving the multicast message via the second one of 
the plurality of wireless channels; transmitting a negative acknowledgment; and 
receiving a retransmission of the multicast message in response to the transmitted 
negative acknowledgement. 

Dependent claims 46-47, 51-57, 62, and 66-78 are dependent on allowable 
independent claims respectively.
